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REPORT ON THE ACTIVITIES OF MEDICOFILM SERVICE 


The previous report of the operation of Medicofilm Service is given in the 
april 9th (No. 15) issue of the Current List. Its activities for the months 
March to September inclusive are shown in the table below. 

During this period the unit price charged for microfilm copying has been re- 
duced from 30 cents to 25 cents. This was made possible by increased patronage 
and economies of operation. It is hoped that eventually the price can be still 
further reduced and an ever increasing number of research workers enabled to take 
advantage of this wery efficient method of making use of the source literature of 
medicine. 

The average number of orders per month for the first six months was 444 and 
for these last seven months 650. Since the number of customers did not increase 
it is evident that some of them are using the Service to make extensive colleo- 
tions of literature. Thus it is being recognized that in no other way can thé 
widely scattered contributions to a given subject be so conveniently brought te- 
gether for comparison and critical study. Microfilms should become of ever in- 
creasing aid in the compilation of treatises, digests, compendia, and all other 
reviews of the literature of science. 

A separation has been made in the present report of the long run orders from 
the by far larger number of shorter microfilm copies of the individual papers in 
medical periodicals. The average price paid for these in the month of September 
was 27.3 cents. A recent analysis of the cost of making such microfilm copies, 
exclusive of accounting and clerical operations, and estimating the work at $1.00 
per hour, amounts to 17.25 cents per microfilm. The difference of nearly 10 cents 
is largely due to the cost of keeping the accounts. Further price reduction will 
depend upon economies in the clerical part of the work.
